At present, at which other places, the centers of Sanskrit journalism are 
functioning? Is teaching related to Sanskrit journalism? 

This article will also document the experiences of Sanskrit journalists and 
through them try to sketch the presence and future scope of modern Sanskrit 
journalism. Thus, while discussing the history and present scenario of Sanskrit 
Journalism will also try to set the direction of future Sanskrit Journalism.

The works of a period, along with other materials, can clarify the social 
conditions, beliefs, customs and cultural characteristics of a particular period. 
Some of the styles adopted in the text, the use of specific words, and some 
contextual clues can all lead us to such conclusions. The purpose of this article is 
to analyze the internal references in the book Neetisataka of Bhartruhari. Few 
as sumptions- 

• There was a special mechanism to think about the governing system. 

• A high level of morality was maintained. There was alcoholism and 
prostitution in the society, but it was not treated with dignity. 

• There was a general perception that sex with own wife was considered best. 
However, sex with underage (below 16 - Bala) girls was valid and 
acceptable in the society. 

• There were several beliefs among people both mythological and non- 
mythological. There was a belief in the destiny. Several such beliefs can 
thus be drawn from the descriptions. Careful and systematic cultivation is 
another characteristic of that period. 

• In more than three verses, it could be seen the symbolic use of the word 
grass Oft) was part of the general usage when it was compared to grass in 
the place of worthlessness. 

Important aspect regarding this is that the beliefs and practices that are so 
integral in the present-day Sanatana culture can be traced back to 1500 years

14. Stylistic comparison between Yajhasem and its Sanskrit Rendering

Style can be defined as the technique an individual author applies in his 
writing. Baffon observes “Style is man’s own, it is part of his nature.” It varies 
from author to author as it depends upon one’s syntax, word choice, tone etc. It 
is the voice of the author by which he wants to reach to his expected readers when 
they read the piece. When it is the matter of translation from one language to 
another, then not only author concerned but language also is changed. As every 
language has its own distinct characteristics, it has great impact in stylistic level. 
Renowned Odia writer Pratibha Ray is crowned with the Moortidevi (1991) and 
Jnanpitha (2011) award for her Odia novel Yajhasem. Prof. Bhagirathi Nanda, a 
prominent scholar, translated this great work into Sanskrit. We, in this paper, shall 
try to demonstrate how the stylistic features are differed from the source or Odia 
language to the target or Sanskrit language. 

The linguistic differences between Odia and Sanskrit language are very 
little. Pratibha Ray, in her novel, uses dialogue method mostly to depict the 
characters like Yajnaseni. The translator follows her extensively. Still the style of 
Prof. Nanda, expressing his talent in Sanskrit, is very elegant and polished. He is 
able to develop the subtle expression of the original frankly through the imposing 
Sanskrit language. A brief study in this regard shall take ahead the stylistics 
studies in Sanskrit literature. 

15. A Brief Survey of Kerala's Historical Kavyas in Sanskrit

Ancient Sanskrit writers did not attach any importance to writing history 
as it is understood at present. But it is not true to hold that they had no historical 
sense. From the Vedic Age we find past events described in Vedas and other later 
literature though shrouded in imaginative narration. Literary creations dealing 
with historical events are called historical kavyas. We have celebrated historical 
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kavyas like Rajatamgini and Harsacarita Kerala has also produced a few literary 
works of this type. 

The above Survey enables us to trace a rough outline of the changing ideas 
on history in Kerala. What was said about the history of ancient India is true of 
ancient Kerala as well. One rarely comes across any authentic historical account 
from the ancient writers of Kerala. Instead of historical narratives, one generally 
finds mythological accounts interspersed with historical gleanings. However, 
there are a few poems of some historical importance. But they were most probably 
written after the 10 th century A.D. 

16. The Gandhadutam : A Social Messenger 
Tumpa Dey 

The Gandhadutam (a fragrance messenger) is a dutakavya, composed by 
ShriParamananda Shastri, the former chair-person of the Sanskrit department of 
the Aligarh Muslim University. The composition has a great importance in our 
society. Here the author has represented a common problem which can naturally 
be seen as a disease in many families. The addiction to wine destroys slowly one’s 
family. In Manusamhita Acarya Manu included and described the ‘drinking’ as 
one of the ten ‘evil passions’ (kamaja vyasana). 

In this composition we introduced a person who was addicted to liquor and 
misbehaved with his wife. His wife tried her best to stay with him, but once she 
became impatient, she left her husband’s house with great sorrows and having 
heavy heart. But still the person did not get any lesson rather kept on drinking 
liquor as long as his wealth was with him. At that very moment he had many 
friends who had been with him as long as he was wealthy. But when he expanded 
his all belongings no friends were with him and he became reclused. He started 
feeling his wife’s absence and he felt vacant everywhere like bedroom, balcony 
etc. Once he is being frustrated decided to commit suicide. For this he arrived at 
a lake having bloomed fragrant lotuses. He saw the beauty and felt the sweet 
fragrance of the flower. A gallant was spreading the flower pollen at the 
surroundings of the place. Having seen that sight he asked himself if a lotus could 
expand itself (its petals) in a very pomping way being the part of mire why not 
he can retrieve himself from that dark world and lead himself in a proper way. 
So, he thought he could also start his life with his wife in a beautiful way. 
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But his wife was in her paternal home in Varanasi at that time. She was 
offended and arrogant with him for what kind of misbehavior he had done with 
her. So, he would try to break her egos. The sweet serene air or the sweet 
fragrance which diverted his mental disorder, he requested to that aromatic air to 
bear the news of him that state of mind to his estranged wife and make her 
understand about him so that she could change her mind and also requested it to 
persuade her to return her in-law’s house. 

Though the way of its composition style is resemble to Kalidasa’s 
Meghadiitam, the author represented his genius and a picture of modem India 
through the Gandhadutam. These all are will be discussed in the proposed article.

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53. The Narrative Literature in Sanskrit 
Vidya.V. 

Research Scholar, Dept, of Sanskrit Sahitya, S.S.U.S, Kalady 

The narrative literature in Sanskrit mainly falls into two categories, 
Akyayika and Katha. Though both are narrative in structure, according to 
Bhamaha, they basically differ in thematic aspect. Akyayika is an account of what 
actually happened. In Katha, on the other hand, theme must be an imaginary one 
that means it is fictitious in nature. Again, the fiction itself has many divisions 
like Katha, Parijatha, Sakalakatha and Khandakatha. Among them katha, in the 
specific sense of ‘Ornate fiction’ like Kadhambari, gives primary emphasis of 
Rasa. It addresses the so called ‘Sahrdaya’ as it has all the characteristic features 
of Mahakavya, except the metrical composition. Yet there are several other types 
of Katha works comprising popular tales, fairytales and didactic fables, in which 
narration subjugates poetic description and folk elements become more 
prominent. Anandavardhana says that they are not Ithivritha Nirvahanapara not 
Rasanirvahanapara (narration of story is more important than the delineation of 
Rasa). Pancatantra Hitopadesa, Simhasanadvatrimsika, Vetalapancavimsati, 
Sukasaptati etc are very popular among these types of poetic compositions. In 
order to distinguish these poetic forms from the ‘Katha’ or ornate fiction, M. 
Krishnamacariar denotes them as “Kathanakas.’

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15. Spiritual Intelligence and self-esteem among higher secondary school

In this study, the researcher found that spiritual insight is obtained by 
accessing our inner knowing through intuition and meditation. Also, the higher 
our spiritual quotient the more we are truly ourselves, mindful of our being and 
not hiding behind reactive emotions or conditioned belief system. The study was 
to find out spiritual intelligence among higher secondary school student, also to 
find out self-esteem among them and the relation between spiritual intelligence 
and self-esteem. 

Research were carried out over 200 students i.e. 100 girls and 100 boys of 
higher secondary school at Nagpur, Maharashtra. Test of significance of 
difference in spiritual intelligence based on gender shows that calculated t value 
1.79 is less than the table value 1.96 at 0.05 level of significance. It means there 
is no significant difference in spiritual intelligence of boys and girls. Test of 
significance of difference in self-esteem among higher secondary school students 
with respect to gender shows that there exists significant difference in self-esteem 
among boys and girls. The calculated t value 4.35 is greater than the table value 
at 0.01 level of significance. Mean scores of girls are greater than that of boys. It 
means that girls exhibit more self-esteem in their life than boys. 

The study found that spiritual intelligence and self-esteem are correlated. 
The correlation value is 0.05, it indicates a high correlation between spiritual 
intelligence and self-esteem.
